monarchy. 


The court .said the fluestion involved 
wa.s:

San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept, 24-—The 
district court has ordered the rclea.se of 
Eduardo Conde and I.teonidas Guillot, so­ 
cialists, recently .sentenced to six months 
imprisonment for Insulting the American 
flag and threatening the life of Governor 
Hunt. 
The majority of the judges of 
th at court are natives. 
Americans con­ 
demn the decision to relea.se ^the two men. 
Certain newspapers continue to vilely 
abuse Governor H unt and inciting the 
black flag demonstration w'hen he returns 
Oct. 1. 
The police are on the alert and 
the government firm. The reception of the 
governor,» hov/ever, will; at his personal 
request, be quite .simple. An uneasy feel­ 
ing prevades San Juan. 


BlANn.A NEWS 


Manila, Sept. 24.—Dominator . Gomez.' a 
former Spanish officer, awaiting sentence 
upon the charge of m aintaining an illegal 
organization known as Union Obrero, was 
to day charged with rebellion and Insur­ 
rection for inciting the ladrone and lead­ 
ers in the provinces of Rizal, Bulacan, 
haguna, Cavite and el-sewhere to take up 
arm s in relsclllon and insurrection against 
:he authorities of the United States. This 
has resulted in a recent outbreak of In-

at Hong Kong and in Japan and Madrid. 


POWELL MAEESltBEPLT 


, Santo Dimingo City. Sept. 24.—United 
States Minister Powell has made a vigor­ 
ous reply to the Dominican foreign min­ 
ister on the subject of the Dominican gov- 
emment'^ bill for establishing neutrality 
of Dominican waters atid making certain 
ports free. 
In hia note Powell says the 
United States government can not accept 
this measure, that the foreign minister’s 
response to his recent protest ia very 
objectionable to 'th e ITnlted States gov­ 
ernment and that such a measure as pro- 
iHised is antagonistic to the fundamental 
principles followed by his government.

TRAIN ROBBERS 


Hold up the A tlantic Express on 
the O regon R ailroad & N avi­ 
gation Line. 


Portland, Sept. 24.—The Atlantic Ex­ 
press on the Oregon Railroad & Naviga­ 
tion- line, which left hère a t S:15 last 
rUght, wais held UP by four macked men 
.qn hoiir “ later near 
Corbett 
station, 
twenty-one miles east of here. One of the 
robberrf was sliot and killed by Express 
Messenger Korner. Engineer Ollie B arrett 
was seriously wounded by the same bul­ 
let. 
After the shooting the robbers fled 
without securing any booty. 


Two highwaymen boarded the train at 
Trontdale and after the train had -got 
under way they crawled over the tender, 
covering the engineer and fireman with 
revolvers and told them to stop near 
Corbett. 
When the train slowed down 
two more men appeared. 
Two robbers 
compelled the engineer to get out of 
the cab and accompany them to the 
express car, while the others watched the 
fireman. The men carried several sticks 
of dynamite and when they came to the 
baggage car, thinking it was the express 
car, threw a stick a t the door. Express 
Messenger Korner heard the explosion 
and immediately secured a rifle and open­ 
ed fire. 
The bullet pierced the heart of 
one of the robbers anil went through the 
body, entering thè breast of Engineer 
Barrett, who was Just bel^ind him. Bar­ 
rett’s wound is not necessarily fatal. Af­ 
ter the shooting the other three rob­ 
bers fled, without .securing any booty. 
A sheriff’s posse left here on a special 
train for Corbett about midnight. 


They found upon their arrival one of 
the robbers a sliort distance from the 
.scene of the hold up, badly wounded 
in the head. 
He gave his name as Jim 
Conner.s, of Portland, but refused to 
give the names of his companions, or state 
the direction they fled.

against the Christie company, restrain­ 
ing it from obtaining from telegraph com­ 
panies any quotations furnished by the 
board of trade, alleging "quotation.«! were 
private property and could not be furn­ 
ished except upon contract. 
Testimony 
developed th at 85^t>er .cent of the trans­ 
actions of the board was gambling in 
margins and th a t by admission of the 
board it wa's hown it maintained bucket 
shops.” 
On this evidence the appellate 
court holds that as the board did not 
.come into court with clean hands or for 
lawful puriiose, clearly it was not the 
duty of the court of equity to grant any 
relief prayed for by It, that the trans­ 
actions were- in violations of the statute 
of lllnois. therefore unlawful In New 
York.

Stevenson declared mob rule Was a greater 
menace to the public welfare than is to be 
apprehended from foreign foes. 
“Mob 
spirit is in deadly antagonism to all con­ 
stituted authority,” said Stevenson. “Un­ 
less it is curbed It will sap the founda­ 
tion of organized society. The killing of 
a human creature is no less murder 
when it is an act of a mob than when 
it is an act of an individual. There is no 
safety to society but in an aroused public 
sentiment that will hold each participant 
amenable to law for the consequences of 
a crime either perpetrated or abetted. Let 
him be accounted a public enemy, who 
:S^ould weaken the bonds of human society 
and strike down what it has cost our 
race, sacrifice and toll of centuries, to 
achieve.”

Wliitjenvali For Cellar. 


A whitewash that is good for cellar 
walls and will not rub off Is made by 
taking a half pailful of lime mixed 
with w^ater ready to put on the wall, 
then mix a quarter of a pint of flour 
with a little cold water, pour on it 
enough boiling water to thicken it, and 
add it while hot to the lime. Stir well, 
and It is ready to use. Wliitewasb for 
outside use may be made by slaking 
half a bushel of lime in a li&rrel; add 
a pound, of common salt, half a pound 
of sulphate of zinc and a gallon of 
sweet milk.

Best Way to Beat Carpet.

Aft­ 
er Being beaten thoroughly it can be 
dragged by the corners over the grass, 
which will brush off all adhering dust, 
and -the carpet will be cleaned in the 
most approved manner. To beat a car­ 
pet on a line is but an imperfect way, 
and the work is not as well done unless 
by the most patient beating.

Utensils of Quartz. 


A German technical factor}’, which 
has been making expensive experi­ 
ments with high temperatures, has 
produced utensils made of molten 
quartz. After the melting was done 
the manufacture of bottles, glasses 
and other articles was not much dif­ 
ferent in method from that used for 
making glass articles. 
The objects 
made from molten quartz are flash­ 
ing and clear, with the effect of dia­ 
monds. 
They are not brittle as 
glass and have the further advan­ 
tage of not. being a£iectcd easily by 
heat or cold. Glass articles, as ev­ 
erybody knows from sad experience, 
will crack if hot liquids are poured 
into them when they are cold or vice 
versa. Quarta^^irticles, however, can 
be heated to a cherry red, and then 
ice cold water c*an be squirted on 
ti^em without affecting them in tlie 
least. This is due to the fact that 
quartz neither expands nor shrinks 
much under changes of temperature.
